18 DR. GRAVES DEAD? 

A Seneetlonal Story That iln Diil Ni>t 
Commit 8ulcl<]p. 

DBNvni, Oct SO.— The News pab- 
ilabed a seniational article to the effect 
that Dr. Qravea, the famous prisoner, 
who was supposed to have committed 
suicide in jail here, is not dead. It is 
maintained that a pine log occupied the 
coflSn instead of his body, as was sup- 
posed. 

The story is that Charles N. Chand- 
ler, a wealthy citisen of Thompson Cen- 
ter, Conn., arrived here Tuesday in 
ooknpany with Stephen Morse of the 
same town, which is Dr. Graves' old 
home, and where the body is supposed 
to have bean buried. These gedtlemen 
told the hotel proprietor where they 
stopped that Dr. Graves was not dead, 
that the casket w as opened at the grave 
in Thompsoii Oantar against the protests 
of the widow, and fonnd to contain a 
pine log instead of s dead bodv, and 
that the supposed dMd doctor is now 
enjoying bu liberty in a foreign coun- 
try. 

A rumor haa been current here for 
some time past that the body carried 
from the cell in the county Jul on that 
Sunday morning was wax, and not the 
fleah of the alleged famous poisoner, 
and that this trick had been played in 
order to give the prisoner his liberty 
and deceive the public; that the parties 
to the deception wore some bign offi- 
cials and a secret organization. 

This rumoir waa atrengthened by the 
fact that no one waa allowed to view 
the remains except the most intimate 
fHends of the Chravea fttmily; and also 
that Mrs. Ghravea refused to allow the 
body to be embalmed before shipping it 
to Maasachusetta, but this is the first 
time the r eport has appeare d in print. 

A CEME TERY F LOODED. 
Ceflas Were Waniieii Out uixi Some of the 

Corp.iPS Kxpostil. 

Baltimore, Oct. 'JO.— Officers of the 
Weems line steamers report that a 
cemetery on Bolomon's island waa bad- 
ly washed in Friday's storm. The 
burial ground was in the yard of the 
Methodist Episcopal church that stood 
on the end of a long, low strip of 
nonnd, with water on either Hide. 
The graves were only slightly alcove 
the water level and within IS feet of 
the water's edge. 

During the storm the waters gradual- 
ly approached the graved and tomb- 
stones. The mounds began to level and 
the marble slaba to topple. In a short 
while the grassy surface had disap- 
p««red. Many of the tombetones were 
prostrated and some of the coffins were 
expoeed. Next, the waves completely 
hid the cemetery, and when the storm 
subsided the earth waa torn and bare 
and oofllns were broken open, corpses 
were expoeed and the clothing of some 
of the dead was found on the beach. 



LOST IN A GREAT CITY. 

Two SUtera Fioiu the Country Disappear 
In CliloaBO. 

Chicago, Oct 30.— Bena and Anna 
Hederach of Warsaw, Ills., are lost in 
Chicago. They left their home on Mon- 
day, going across the Mississippi river 
and boarding a Burlington train at 
Alexandria, Mo. Prom that place they 
telegraphed relativea here to meet them 
at the Union depot Their aunt Mrs. 
Philip Briiik«r, went to meet them at 
the station, but did not find them iu 
the immense crowd. 

Nothing has been heard of them since 
they left Alexandria. Bena is 23 and 
Anna 18, both being strikinKly hand- 
some girls. They hud both been work- 
ing at Warsaw, trying to support their 
aged father, but as they were able to 
earn only small wages decided to come 
to Chica^io, and after a few days at the 
fair go to work. Their relatives in 
Warsaw are anxiously awaiting word 
from them, and the police department 
here is putting forth every afEOrt to 
locate them. 



SHELBY IN DANGER. 

A Kentncky ^furtlerer Clonely Uuariled to 
I revent Lijiichlnif. 

Baiu)\vkix, Ky„ Oct 20.— O. M. 
Shelby was returned from jail at 
Paducah late yesterday afternoon, and 
his' motion for a new trial will perhaps 
be settled today. The jaU was heavily 
guarded uU aight, but no attempt was 
made to mob or liberate him. Shelby 
was convicted of the murder of Mrs. 
Sallie Moore in Ballard connty in 1W7, 
and the jury recommended a life sen- 
tence. 

Pending his motion for a new trial, 
be was conliued in the jail at Paducah 
far safekeeping, and in ease no new 
trial is granted his attorney aaya an 
appeal vnU be taken. Hia nephew, 
Evan Shelby, after being oonrioted as 
a co-worker in the ssiga onme, was 
hanged by a mob at WidUlfC three 
years ago; but the authorities, and alno 
friends of O. M. Shelby, are taking 
great preoantlona to prevent similar 
proceedings in this case.

A MILLIONAIRE'S WILL 

Uli RelattvcK tiet Nmall Itpi|iir«ti and the 
Residue Goes to Charity. 

New York, Oct 20.— Charles Barth- 
gate Beck, the West Farms million- 
aire, who died a week ago, it is said, 
left an estete which will foot up $5,- 

000,000 or Ji6,000,000. The vrill has not 
not yet been filed, but it is understood 
that Mr. Bock bequeathes to several 
legatees nearly $500,000, of which Mr. 
Jessup, who for years has been Mr. 
Beck's right-band man, and his mother 
receive about $250,000. 

With one or two exceptions the rest 
of the legatees receive money in lote of 
not over $10,000, and the reeidne of the 
estate is divided into seven partai to be 
devoted to educational and charitable 
purposes. 

The .first institution mentioned is Co- 
lumbia college of the school, of law of 
which Mr. Beck waa a graduate. Near- 
ly $1,000,000 is set apart to endow four 
law scholarships, establish prizes and 
for the benefit of the institution proper. 

The board of Presbyterian missions 
is next in the list of beneficiaries, and 
is remembered by a gift of many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The Peabody home for old women, 
the New York hoapital, the home for 
incurables and Dr. Parkhnrst's society 
for the suppresaioo of vice, complete 
the list of seven beneficiaries, to whom 
shares of the residue of 94,000,000 or 
95.000,000 are either given outright or 
left as an endowment 

The Society for tha Prevention of 
Cruelty to Aaimala also oomealn for a 
big slice o f tha estate.

German settlers from Butler county, 
Kan., are expected to arrive in Balti- 
more next week under the leadership of 
Paator Oyr of the Lutheran church ot 
Brainerd, Kan. They will come to Join 
the Gterman colony on the banks of the 
Nantiooke river, near Vienna, in Dor- 
Chester county, Md. 

The settlers had their first taste of 
the few indemendee of the eastern 
shore climate Friday night Their tem- 
porary pastor, Bev. C Burkart found- 
er of the colony, vras vrlth them, al- 
though they did not need his preeence 
to make them comfortable, despite the 
howling of the storm and the rising 
waters which overran the flelda of their 
neighbors.

A GRAND JURY'S REPORT. 

l':i<Tl<aiit Trainer Wlla<in Indicted Vov

Il'.i.i .MKK, O., Oct. 20.-The grand 
jury of Belmont county found an in- 
dictment against William Wilson of 
Cincinnati for murder in the second de- 
gree. He waa with Cook & Whitby's 
circus at Martin's Ferry, and got into 
trouble with a byttnudiT. When Olti- 
cer George Murpliy iitt^nipted to arrest 
him Wilson ahot him three tiUMa. Mur- 
phy died in a few hours. 

Wilson is well known in Cincinnati, 
and ia known among circus people all 
over the country as "Elephant Hilly." 
For years he was chief animal man 
with Robinson'a circua, and got hia 
Bobrj(iuet from having charge t^f the 
elephanta. 

After tl;e tragic death of Joh:i King, 
who waa crushed to a jelly in a freij^ht 
car by Chief, the famous iiiaii-kiUuig 
elephant v.ith Robinson's circus. Wil- 
son was tho oidy man who could handle 
the murdercua bcu-it. 

On more than one occasion Wilson 
haa aaved the lives of i>eople who w. ro 
attacked by Chief. W ilron had fonu: 
miauuderatanding with the Kobinjun 
management aud left that sliovv h 
couple of years ago. Tins year he 
signed with Cook & W'hitl)y, huving 
charge of ttie elephanto. 

Wilaon'a reputation is that of a 
q^uiet, sober, inollensive man, atul un- 
til thia liiiic lie haa never been i: 
trouble. 

Attoriif va Thdiiuia F. Sliny of Cincin- 
nati and l>iiiif()rd of I t-imont county 
have bft'n rct.iinuil by NVilson'.s friends 
to defend him. 

Chief, the vi^ioua el'-phant over 
whom Wilson luul unr.h control, had to 
be killed. Hia skeleton aud hide are 
now on fxhibition in tha Cindnnaii 
zoological gardens. 

EXTRAORDINAffY ACCIDENT. 

ColllalM ot Oableoan In Chloaco, bat No 
Uvea Loat. 

CmoAOO, Oct 90.— One of the moat 
extraordinary street railroad accidents 
on record and which nothing but a 

miracle saved from being attended 
with great loss of life and limb, oc- 
curred at the junction of Waahington 

striict and Fif; h avenue. 

Till' I ill lie trains of tho West Side 
road Were coming through tho tunnel, 
bound east, when the grip of each car 
caught in a looae strand which doubled 
in a knot. This prevented the gripiuou 
from slackening speed and tho tv.n 
trains dashed forward at a terrific 
rate. At the rounding of the curve at 
Fifth avenue, the forward drive dashed 
into a train of four cuis that hail 
Btopiiel to let oVl pa-saeiigers, while 
the third car collid(!d v.-ith the second. 

The lurce of the double loUisioii was 
80 great that ri^ht cars were derailed 
and thrown cro.-swi.se on or eomj)letely 
oil tho track, while the ninth Vv'aa 
forced front upward to the roof of tho 
grip. The 200 or more passengers in 
the difFeront cars thrown into a heap, 
gave vent to shrieks and cries aud tho 
people expected that tho dead and 
maimed would be numbered by the 
score. 

Inetoad of thia, however, the passen- 
gers had made their escajie tliroiigh tho 
windows. It was doubted that all liad 
escaped injury save a boy of I t wlio.se 
face and limbs had been badly cut. 
Several of the women passengers faini- 
ed after leaohing the sidewalk and 
gauging f heir narrow escape by ttW ap- 
pearance of the wreck.

A BUI LDING FALLS. 

Aeeldant atUopkliinvlUe, Ky.. Fatally In- 
Jarea Two Men. 

HoPEiNSViLLE, Oct 20.— -The build- 
ing occupied by the Blumenstiel 
Carriage Maimfacturlng company of 
this city collapsed, killing one man and 
seriously, and in all probabilitv fatally, 
wounding two others. The building, 
which was a 2-story brick, was under- 
going repairs at the time. The bricks 
taken down had been piled on the floor 
of the second story, and as the buildini; 
had not been properlv braced ihr 
weight of them caused toe collapse, 

John Warner, a bricklayer from 
Nashville, waa caught aud instantlv 
UUed bv the faliW, bricks, which 
crushed His chest in. Charles Davis, a 
bricklayer from Clarksville, Tenn., was 
caught in the wreck and had both legs 
broken and sustained internal injuries, 
from which' he vrill die. A man whose 
name was unknown waa also fatally 
hurt Several other workmen sustained 
injuriea more or lessseriooa. Tha build 
ing ia a tot^ wreck.

There 
were but four counties in tlio state 
where gins have been posted and the 
poatings have been done only in two ot 
tliree localities; but two instances have 
been reported whore there waa any 
reason to susp-ct that tho burning of 
gins was the ::r:t of V. hitc C.'ips. and it 
waa by no means certain in those in- 
stances that the fire was tho work of 
any organizafioii or tho result of their 
work. 

•'The civil officers in ttieso counties 
are on the alert and the people are help- 
ing them to detect those who jiosred 
gins, and if any burning is attempted 
the White ( aps will be ajieedily wiped 
out. Tliere are reasons to believe in 
more than one instance that tho owners 
of some of tho posted gins had them- 
solves done tlie posting' to avoid sus- 
picion that thoy were iu sympathy with 
the element ausiiected of this form of 
lawlcasnesa." 

Ho declined to sav what stei>s the 
state authorities will take in tho matter 
beyond the declaration that the guilty 
parties would certainly b e caught 

Tha Latest Poatiag. 
BiRXiNOHAlc, Ala., Oct 90.— The 
latest posting up of gins took place 
night Mfore last in Lawrence county. 
Two sine in that county have been 
burned vrithin the laat three days, en< 
tailing a leas of over $9,000. Hasnrs. 
Bynnm and Ashford are the heaviest 
losers. No men in the oonnty stand 
higher than they. The dtiiens are 
arming themselves, and it is said that 
if another gin is burned in that county 
there will bo trouble.
